THE DAY IN DETAIL. 


The president of the United States was 
the guest of Atlanta yesterday. 

President Harrison and his party spent a 
» few hours of the early morning in 
Chattanooga where they were given a 
hearty welcome. Then under the escort of 
General Passenger Agent Harman and 
Buperintendent McCallum, of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, came down the 
“historic Western and Atlantic,“ through 

the battle grounds which the president and 
other members of his party, remembered so 
vividly. 

President Harrison took part in the cam- 
paign from Chattanooga to Atlanta, and fig- 
ured prominently at Resaca and in the bat- 
tles about the city of Atlanta. It was with 
the keenest interest, therefore, that he 
viewed from the spacious windows of his 
pbservation oar the different points along the 
line. 

The Atlanta party, headed by Mayor 
Hemphill, met him at Marietta. At the 
Chattahoochee the Atlanta Artillery squad 
began its salute to the chief executive of 
this great nation. 

1 On to Atlanta the scenes were those call- 
, ; Ing to mind the former visits of the great men 
tlanta, Ga, In whose honor the city turned out. A 
— trowd greeted the distinguished party at the 
depot. Then came a drive to the battlefield 
of Peachtree creek, where General Harrison 
won his star. After that a reception to the 
public at the capitol, a visit to the night 
school, then came the reception tendered 
‘the party by the governor at the mansion. 
| Atlanta’s welcome to the president of the 
United States was one befitting his high 
nce. 


CHATTANOOGA TO ATLANTA. 
The Ride of the Party Through Upper 


Georgia. 
The presidential party left Chattanooga this 
morning a few minutes before 12 o’clock. 
Charley Harman, the general passenger 
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‘ agent of the Western and Atlantic, was in 


a charge of the party. He had Ish Dun for 
4 conductor and Bill Hackney for engineer—a 
5 winning hand. 

* The start from Chattanooga was a royal send 


4 off to the party. The day was cloudless and 
3 warm and all along the line General Harrison 
had an opportunity to survey the country and 
again look over the battlefields on which he 
struggled. 

Atthe various places he pointed out to 
those around him the points of interest in the 
50’s. Mr. Harman made the trip doubly in- 
teresting by his description of the many his- 
torical points along the route. These included 
the battlefields of Chickamauga, Tunnel! Hill, 
Resaca, Dug Gap, Kennesaw and Peachtree 
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these places, and the president shook hands 
with a large number of people. 

It was at Resaca that General Harrison led 
the charge against the confederate battery, in 
which he lost nearly half of his regiment. 

Marshal Ransdell, who accompanies the presi- 
dent on this trip, lost his arm in that engage- 
ment. He was a non-commissioned officer in 

the president’s regiment. 
» Among other places visited were Ringgold, 
| Dalton and Cartersville. A heavy K 
i vailed while the train was at the latter 
lothing r othe but it had no effect on the enthusiasm 
lens each ot the crowd.

The Atlanta delegation to receive the presi- 
dent met yesterday at the Chamber of Com- 
| merce building. Theffull committee was pres- 
ent and Mayor Hemphill called the body to

deption were perfected and the meeting ad-

The special car remained on the sidetrack 
Marietta for ten or fifteen minutes. 

The depot platform, the hotel verandas and 
the sidewalks were thronged with people. 

The special train came in on time, and as it 
passed Mayor Hemphill’s car President Har- 
rison came to the rear platform, and, raising his 
hat, bowed. Near the old Kennesaw house the 
presidential train stopped, and the mayor’s car 
Was thrown in front. 

Then the train pulled out toward Atlanta. 

Mayor Hemphill requested Governor Bul- 
lock to visit the president’s car and ascertain 
his wishes. The governor made his way 
through the long train as it rolled and rocked 
around the curves of the Western and At- 
lantic. President Harrison greeted the ex 
governor with evident pleasure, amd asked 
that the mayor of Atlanta and his party be 
presented at once. 

Governor Bullock then conducted the At- 
Janta delegation to the observation car, 
where the president and his party were. 
Mayor Hemphill was presented, and as the 
president extended his right hand most cor- 
dially, he laid his left upon the mayor's 
shoulder. 

The greeting was most cordial between the 
two who have faced each other on the battle- 
flelds. 

Mayor Hemphill then introduced those with 
him, and the president grasped them by the 
hand, repeating each name. 

One by one the Atlantians were introduced 
to members of the party. 

As the train struck the Chattahoochee 
bridge the Atlanta Artillery fired its first 
salute. Then, just in front of the presidential 
train, the artillery train moved. Etery three 
minutes a gun was fired. Every discharge 
could be easily heard on the train. 

At Van Winkle’s the whistles began blow- 
ing,and from that point to the union depot the 
noise was deafening. Every position from 
which an observation was secured was occu- 
pied. 

Tops of box cars, flat cars, roofs of buildings 
—all were occupied. 

The Broad street bridge was packed. 

Waitehall and Wall streets were lined. 


THE PRESIDENT IN ATLANTA. 


The Arrival of the Party and the Drive 
Through the City. 

The train stopped under the depot. Here 
Governor Northen, Mr. Chamberlin, Mr. 
Kontz, Mr. Johnson, Colonel Chapman and 
other members of the reception committee ad- 
vanced to receive the party. The governor, 
on being presented to the president, said: ‘‘I 
am glad to welcome your excelleney to the 
state of Georgia. You willfind among usa 
loyal and hospitable people, and in their name 
I welcome you to the state.“ 

Replying, the president said it gave him 
great pleasure to visitthe Empire State of the 
South, the wonderful evidences of the pros- 
perity of which were manifest in the stir- 
ring city of Atlanta. 

The party disembarked. The president 
came out leaning on the arm of Mayor Hemp- 
hill, Then the other members of the party 
came. 

The visitors were led through it to the car- 
riages awaiting thom and then the drive began. 

The party consists of President and Mrs, 
Harrison, Postmaster General Wanamaker, 
Secretary of Agriculture Rusk, United States 
Marshal Carter Harrison and his wife and 
daughter, Mrs. McKee, Mr. and Mrs. Russell 
Harrison, Mrs. Dimmick, Marshall Ransdall, 
Major Sanger, of the army; Mr. George W. 
Boyd, of the Pennsylvania road, in charge of 
the train, and Mrs. Boyd; Mr. A. J. Clark, of 
the Associated Press; Mr. Richard Oulahan, 
of the United Press; Mr. O. P. Austin, of the 
Press News Association; Mrs. Harrison and 
several members of the party remained in the 
cart Mr. James L. Taylor, of the Richmond 
and Danville, and Mr. 8. H. Hardwick, of the 
Georgia Pacitic. 

The carriages moved off—the first carriage 
containing President and Mrs. Russell Harri- 
son, Governor Northen.and Mayor Hemphill. 
A gentieman, apparently from the country, 
approached and, taking from a paper two 
oranges, presented them to the president and 
Mrs. Russell Harrison. Both extended their 
hands and with a smile thanked the generous 
donor, who received a hearty cheer from the 
crowd for his temerity. ‘ 

The second carriage contained Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, General Lewis, 
Judge Newman and Mrs. Dimmick. 

The third, Secretary of Agriculture Rusk, 
Alderman Turner and Alderman Middle- 
brooks. 

The fourth, Mrs. McKee, Mr. Russell Harri- 
son, ex-Mayor John F. Glenn and Mr. 
Frank P. Rice. 

The fifth, Capt. George W. Boyd, Mr. 
Julius Brown, Mr. James A. Taylor and 
Councilman Hendrix. 

The sixth, Major Sanger, Major M. C. 
Kiser and Judge W. L. Calhoun. 

In the seventh were Mrs. G. W. Boyd, Mar- 
shal Ransdel and Mr. E. O. Tibbett. 

In the others were members of the general 
council, government officials, prominent citi- 
zens and visiting representatives of the press. 

From the depot the party drove up Pryor 
street to Decatur, thence into Peachtree, and 
onout Peachtree as far as Wilson avenue, 
The president and other members of his party 
were much struck with the handsome resi- 
dences they saw on eyery side, and many were 
the compliments to the evidences of thrift and 
energy which iined the driveway. 

At Wilson avenue the procession turned off 
towards the driving club, and then on past to 
a point overlooking the valley in which the 
Richmond and Danville railroad lies. The 
president had inquired for an old mill which 
he remembered during the fighting in those 
hot days of July, 1864, and it was to find this 
mill that the party drove to that particular 

oint. 
4 Here the president alighted, and, escorted by 
Mayor Hemphill, Captain Hendrix and Hon. 
Frank Rice, did a little tramping through the 
woods. 

For probably a quarter of a mile they walked 
along, viewing from points of vantage the 
hillsides and valleys which, when Mr. Harri- 
son last saw them, were lined with gray and 
blue. The old mill was found—but it proved 
to be the wrong mill. 

After some discussion on the lay of the land, 
as he remembered ft, it was determined that 
ue Collier mill was the one to which he had 
reference. 

“Tt is nearer to Peachtree creek than this 
I know,” said Mr. Harrison. “I remember it 
perfectly. There were large stones by it. On 
one of these, I remember, my adjutant rolled 
himself up in a blanket and slept all night. 
No, thisis not the place, butI seem to re- 
member these hills. I’ve no doubt in some of 
the skirmishing I went over this very ground.“ 

It was too late by thistime to think of a 
visit to Collier mill, so the president 
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tracted attention. There were a number of 
scenes of interest tothe northerners in the 
party, especially through Wheat street, where 
the brother in black“ was out in force. 

Two litle negro urchins ran beside the presi- 
dent’s carriage from the time he left the depot 
until he got back. 

Who are you?“ asked one of the news- 
paper men. “Where do you belong?” ad- 
dressing one of these boys. 

“I belongs to Atlanta, and I come out here 
to see the president.” 

“President of what?’’ asked the questioner. 

“Why, don’t you know? President of 
Georgia, of course!’’ and the begrimed speci- 
men of humanity turned up his nose in scorn 
at the ignorance of the northerner. 

The Supper at thé Kimball. 

Arrived at the hotel,the party took rooms as- 
signed to them and prepared for tea. 

President and Mrs. Harrison were in room 
107—the bridal chamber. This is the same 
room which President and Mrs. Cleveland oc- 
cupied on their visit to Atlanta.

RECEPTION AT THE CAPITOL. 


—_— 


About 3,500 People Shake Hands with the 
President. 

At the rate of fifty a minute, about 2,500 
people shook hands with President Harrison 
last evening at the capitol. 

The president and his party were about half 
an hour late, and before he arrived about 2,000 
people were crowded about the Washington 
street entrance. 

Inside the capitol awaiting him were: Gov- 
ernor Northen, Chief Justice Bleckley, Judge 
Simmons, Judge Lumpkin, General Phil 
Cook, Comptroller General Wright, School 
Commissioner Bradwell, Captain John Mil- 
ledge, Judge Van Epps, Colonel A. J. Mo 
Bride, Captain Frank T. Ryan, Mr. Ed A. 
Angier, Superintendent Slaton, Collector 
Walter Johnson, Dr. J. W. Rankin, Secre- 
tary J. F. Edwards, of the Confederate Vet- 
erans’ Association; Mr. Azmon Murphey, 
Captain H. F. Starke, Mr. Mike Doonan, 
Colonel Mark A. Hardin, Captain Tip“ 
Harrison, Colonel L. P. Thomas, Mr. W. B. 
Miles, Colonel A. J. West and Colonel Tray- 
lor—the committee on reception. 


„It was arranged that the president should 


stand in the rotunda; the crowd coming in 
from Washington street, filing out on Hunter 
street. There were to be no introductions, the 
crowd simply shaking hands with Mr. Harri- 
son as they filed by. 

President Harrison was met at the Hunter 
street entrance by Governor Northen, and he 
and his party were introduced to the members 
of the committee. The president left his over- 
coat, hat, and gloves in the governor’s private 
office, and escorted by the governor, followed 
by Secretary Rusk, Mr. Wanamaker, Mr. 
Russell Harrison, and the other members of 
the party, escorted by the reception commit- 
tee, took his stand facing the Washington 
street entrance. 

The doors swung open, the foremost of the 
crowd pressed in. 

The president was used to it, evidently. 

He had learned that it was better to take the 
other man’s hand than to wait for the other 
man to take his. 

He shakes just once, very briefly, and is 
ready for the next one. 

He looks ateach one with an invariable 
smile—except for little children—and very 
rarely seemed interested in what he was do- 
ing. 

His manner had much to do with the clock- 
work dispatch, for fifty a minute is an extraor- 
dinarily good average. 

There was no encouragement for a passer-by 
with a speech—none atall. It was business 
with him; the sooner he finished, the sooner he 
would get to bed, and the handshaking was 
peculiarly mechanical. There was no 
personality about. It was very brief. 

But for the little children there was always 
a bright smile and a real friendly greeting. 

Most people intuitively understood what was 
expected, but a great many didn't. It was tbe 
event of a lifetime with them, and do some- 
thing extraordinary they had to or bust.“ 

Captain J. C. Dunlap was profoundy 
intimate and patronizing. 

“Dunlap, sir! I voted for your grandfather. 
1m— I’m—’’ 

In spite of himself the capjain had lost hold 
of the president’s hand, and was pushed on 
with the crowd. He didn’t understand it, and 


he submitted under protest. 


“As Sam Jones would say—I’m shakin’ 
hands—with a right smart smatterin of— 
republican.” 

The president didn’t hear a word of it, and 
the speaker was positively disappointed. He 
was a dyspeptic sort of man, and looked as if 
he would like to go back and try it over. 

But he didn’t, for the current of the crowd 
was strong and steady. 

Fifty a minute—fifty a minute—just like a 
clock—young and old—fifty a minute! 

There was the giggling young miss, the self- 
important man who stared rudely and tried to 
look asif he was used to presidents, the ordinary 
sensible man, the cigarette crowd, the plain old 
people, the slatternly negro wench, the timid 
little one, well-dressed women, working men, 
the stately old-time darkies, the impudent 
young negroes—al! sorts, colors and sizes. 

Mayor Hemphill, who stood beside the presi- 
dent, was frequently mistaken for him. 

Many passed on by, too bewildered to see the 
president’s outstretched hand, without ever 
knowing which was which. 

Some, mostly negroes, didn’t know what 
they were expected to do, amd stared awe- 
sticken, without shaking hands. 

„Atlanta university,” said one flashily 
dressed negro, “we — extend to you acor- 
dial—”’ 

He was swept off. 

My father voted for your father—” 

They were all choked off like that, and 


hurried on. 


Now and then an old darky would square 


himself, take off his hat and make a profound 


courtesy before shaking hands, 

“Hold the fort,” said one man, you're 
right—” 

“Atlanta university another: smart 
young negro. 

Jackson McHenry had his numerous family 
along, and saw that each and all ot them 
shook hands with the president, directing the 
operation ‘like a general ordering a charge 
under fire of the enemy. : 

“Mr. President—you are—president of the 
whole—” 

This was a negro politician, and he never 
recovered entirely from the shock and disap- 
pointment sufficiently to finish the sentence. 

“Indiana hoosier, sir—Richmond—” 

“Come from Wisconsin—” 

Ohio, sir—“ 

All swept on and off, speech or no speech, 
fifty a minute. 

Now and then the crowd would become 80 
confused thata dozen or more would pass 
Without oven seeing the president; so that Mr. 
Azmon Murphey hit upon the plan of pointing 
out the president as the crowd passed oppo- 
site. 

“That’s him! Shake hands! Pass on! 
That's the president! Pass on! pass on!“ 

Perhaps one-third of the whole number 
looked into the president’s face while shaking 
hands, as they would an ordinary new ac- 

quaintance. Perhaps another third looked at 
his hand and at their hands together. Then 
others looked ſixedly at his shoes, or his watch 
chain, or his knees. 

There were some just glad to see him, some 
honestly curious, some profoundly respectful, 
some giggling and some impudent. 

Colonei Livingston looked at him gloomily, 
as a doomed man. 

Editor Larry Gantt was ecstatically good- 
humored. 

Good evening, Mr. President,” said Colonel 
John B. Goodwin. 
Glad to see—” 

Howdy. Mr.—”’ 

“Pres’dent Harris’—.”’ 

But most of them passed on without any 
attempt at expressing their emotion in words. 

Humph,“ said one old darkey as he passed 
on, he's white folks. I thought Pres’ent 
Hairson was er publican.“ 

Uncle Zion Bridwell was overwhelmed. 

„Sir,“ he said, holding on to his spectacles 
with both hands, so that his cane flourished 
awkwardly near the president’s nose, I voted 
for your grandfather. Sir —.“ 

Then it would go on monotonously for a 
minute or two—fifty a minute. 

„Sir,“ said one happy old negro, dis cer- 
tainly is a treat!“ 

The president laughed. 

He never waited for anybody except little 
children. Some of them were timid, and he 
would bend over to shake hands, or wait until 
the little one could be lifted in its mother’s 
arms. 

Oue little golden-haired youngster in Lord 
Fauntleroy costume had a bouquet for the 
president, and dropped it. The president 
helped the little follow rescue the flowers, 
and bowed and smiled his thanks as he shook 
hands. 

But the most amusing little incident of the 
evening was a stout negro woman who be- 
came happy.“ Some members of the com- 

mittee had formed in parallel lines, and be- 
‘tween these lines the crowd was passing on to 
the president, one or two abreast. 

This darky started with the first inthe line. 

“Glory to goodness, she laughed, shaking 
hands heartily with a member of the commit- 
tee. I'se so glad.“ 

Then she seized hold of the next man's 
hands and wrung them fervently. 

“I knowed it. I knowed it.“ 

She came near throwing herself into the arms 
of the next one, laughing and crying beside 
herself with excitement. 

Sbe finally reached Mayor Hemphill and 
the president, shaking hands with both at the 
Same time, her fat left hand going to Mr. 
Harrison. 

“Bless goodness, she sobbed ecstatically, 
“bless God! I knowed it. He’s come.” 

The last handshake was at 8:40 o’clock. 

The president hurried back to the governor’s 
office for his overcoat and then to his carriage. 
Five minutes later the capitol was dark, and 
the crowd all gone. 

Captain Couch and the Police.

AT THE NIGHT SCHOOL, 


‘President Harrison Makes a Short Talk to 
the Boys. 

At 9 o’clock President Harrison’s carriage 
drove up to the entrance of the night school. 
Upon the arms of Mayor Hemphill and Hon. 
A. L. Kontz, with Superintendent Slaton, he 
entered the schoolroom and was introduced, in 
a few words, by Mayor Hemphill. 

The boys gave the president a standing wel- 
conie. 

He then addressed them as follows; 

Iam glad to be with you tonight. Having but 
a few minutes to spare, I would offera few words 
of encouragement to you. Most, if not all of you 
are here at night because your circumstances are 
such that the day must be given to toil; the day 
is your earning period, the night must, therefore, 
be set apart for study. Iam glad to see that so 
many find jit in pour hearts ſto be here 
in this schoo); it is a very hopeful sign; I 
think it has in it the promise that you will each 
become a useful citizen in this country. Pluck and 
energy are two éssential elements; with them a 
boy wants to be something. With pluck and 
energy success is assured. There isasky of hope 
above every one of you. I bid you good cheer, and 
would offer encouragement to every one of you, 
and Iknow you may be useful and honorable 
citizens in this community, whose offi- 
cers have taken the interest to organize 
this school for your benefit. I very sincerely and 
earnestly wish you God-speed. 

Stick to your studies, don’t neglect to acquire 
a needful education, and you may one day occupy 
the positions of honor which are held by those 
today in charge of the affairs of your city. 

The boys were then formed in line, and, 
passing before the principal’s desk, each one 
gave President Harrison a hearty handshake, 
and each received a cheery word from him. 
After the pupils’ reception, the teachers were 
each introduced, and then the president bowed 
himself out,amid rousing cheers. Upon 
leaving the room, David Davis, the janitor of 
the schoo!, was given a handgrasp. 

The boys immediately resumed their studies 
with bright visions, inspired by the words of 
encouragement which they had just heard, 
each that one day he too might be president. 


AT THE MAN

The mansion was thrown open and brilli- 
antly illuminated from pit to dome, and evory 
drawing room and corridor was richly adorned 
in rare flowers and tropical plants.

MIGHT HAVE BEEN SERIOUS, 


Had it Happened a Few Moments 
7 Sooner. 

An accident occurred at the time of the 
president’s arrival in this city that might 
have resulted in serious injury to the president 
and Mrs. Harrison had it happened a few 
minutes sooner. 

It resulted from a military salute fired in 
honor of the president. 

The cannon used for this service was 
mounted on a flat carat asiding near the 
track over which the presidential car ran. In 
order to give emphasis to their work, the 
soldiers having charge of the cannon dis- 
charged it just as the president’s train was 
passing on an adjoining track. 

The concussion was tremendous and shat- 
tered three thick plate glass window panes in 
the dining car “Coronado,” immediately next 
to the seat assigned to the special use of Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Harrison. Luckily these seats 
were unoccupied at the time. 

A colored waiter who was standing in the 
aisle of the car was thrown down by the ex- 
plosion. Hewas, however, more frightened 
than hurt. The presidential party was at the 
other end of the train at the time and knew 
nothing of the accident until informed of it 
afterwards. 


HE HANDLES BIG PARTIES. 


A Talk with Mr. George W. Boyd, of the 
Pennsylvania Road. 

Through his connection with this tour of 
President Harrison and variouso the ritineraries 
of national importance, Mr. George W. Boyd, 
assistant general passenger agent of the Penn- 
sylvania lines, has achieved a wide-spread and 
merited fame outside his railway personality. 
He is a genial gentleman and yesterday enter- 
tained a ConsTITUTION representative for an 
hour, sitting on the rear of the special as it 
was being switched through the Atlanta 
yards. 

Mr. Boyd’s skill was displayed in the itin- 
erary of the Pan-American party, when one 
solid train, pulled by one engine and travers- 
ing 8,000 miles, handled by one crew and one 
engineer, brought the round trip toa success 
ful close through his efforts, The exact day,hour 
and minute when the iron horse and the spe- 
cial train would arrive in Washing- 
ton was announced to the pub 
lic by Mr. Boyd, prior to the start- 
ing of the train from the national capital and 
was carried out exactly as announced. This 
was an achievement that elicited considerable 
newspaper comment at its concluéion. 

The tours of President Cleveland were 
mapped out by Mr. Boyd, and when it came 
time for President Harrison to arrange the do- 
tails of this tour to the Pacific coast, he sent 
for the Philadelphia passenger man and placed 
the arrangement of the trip in his hands, also 
cordially inviting Mr. and Mrs. Boyd to be 
guests of the party. 

Mr. Boyd has been working day and night 
studying train schedules of the various roads 
to be traveled upon and overseeing the recon- 
and arrangement of this 
special presidential train, and he 
is confident that they will arrive back in 
Washington, via the Pennsylvania, May 15, 
1891, at precisely 5:30 o’clock p. m. The dis- 
tance traversed will be 9,228 miles, not count 
ing several trips by steamers while on the 
Pacific coast. One trip will be made vis 
steamer on Puget sound to occupy about 
three hours’ time. Eighteen railways on thé 
lines of eighteen railway companies will be 
used in going and returning. 

The party will arrive in EI Paso, Tex., 
Tuesday, April 21st, at 10 o’clock a. m., and 
there, it is thought, two events of interest 
one positive, the other probable—will occur 
The party will discover that, while they will 
arrive at El Paso at 10 o’clock a. m., they 
will depart from that little city at 10 o’clock 
a. m. the same day, and yet will have 
passed two, let us hope, very pleasant hours 
in the Texas border city. This is accounted 
for by the fact that they will arrive at 1 
o’clock a. m., central standard time, and de- 
part at 10 o’clock a. m., Pacific. The standard 
of two hours will be lost. 

The other important event that is probable 
is the meeting at that place between President 
Diaz, of the sister Mexican republic and our 
nationel president. It is intimated that suck 
an arrangement is being negotiated. 

In California, San Francisco will be reached 
Saturday, April 25th, at 7 o’clock p. m., and. 
they will remain there until the nignt of May 
8d. All of this anda map showing the route 
traversed, with populations of each city visited, 
is compactly set forth in a pretty souvenir 
issued and arranged by Mr. Boyd. 

Long before Benjamin Harrison thought o 
being made ruler of the nation Mr. George W. 
Boyd knew him in Indianapolis, from whence 
the transportation man came, and also took 
unto himself a wife from among the charming 
hoosier maidens. Mrs. Boyd is a cheery 
handsome lady, and tries to keep her husband 
from too much worry over the success, from 4 
railway standpoint, of this tour. Mr. Boyd 
arranged and successfully managed the trip 
of the eastern newspaper men, numbering 
nearly 200, to Chicago at the time Harrisor 
was nominated, and stayed by them through 
out the entire time of the convention. H. 
has a fondness for journalists, and is a member 
of most of the correspondents’ clubs in Wash- 
ington and the east. 

On this trip the various

Pals, April 15.—Dispatches received here 

from Chili state that a desperate battle, re- 


sulting in a victory for the Chilian insurgents, - 


has been fought at Copiapo (or San Francisco de 
Silva, as it is also known), the capital of the 
province of Atacama, thirty miles from the 
sea. Only meager details of the battle are 
given, which say that the insurgents, after a 
long and determined struggle, defeated, with 
heavy loss, a force of 3,000 of President 
Balmaceda’s troops. The dispatches, which 
are supposed .to originate from an insurgent 
source, add that the insurgent army is in- 
creasing steadily in strength, and that it 
intends shortly to march upon the capital, 
Santiago de Chili, as well as upon Valparaiso, 
the principal port of Chili. 


They Swindled in Weights. 

Cuicaco, April 15.—It transpires that 8. 
R. Howell, the head of the wealthy firm of 8. 
R. Howell & Co., dealers in lumber, 
with headquarters in this city, and branches at 
Omaha and Atchison, Kan., has been secretly 
arrested by the federal authorities and held in 
$5,000 bail for his future appearance. The 
reason for keeping the arrest a secret is the fact 
that warrants are out for"the arrest of two of 
Howell’s brothers. One of them lives in Atch- 
ison, Kan., andthe other in Omaha. It is 
said that evidence is in the possession of the 
interstate commerce commission which wil. 
prove that Howell has systematically bribed 
certain weighmasters of the Western Railway 
Weighing Association at Missouri river 
points, to record false shipping weights. The 
weighmasters in question will be arrested and 
ed against under the interstate com- 

merce law. 
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COLONEL Z. . LIVINGSTON TALKS 
RIGHT TO THE POINT, 


A Clear Statement of the Status of the 
Southern Alliance in Regard to a 
Third Party—It all Depends. 


A matter which has attracted a great 
deal of attention—and which will attract a 
great deal more—is the letter of President 
McGrath, of the Kansas Alliance, calling 
upon southern alliancemen to join in a 
distinct third party. 

Perhaps no man in the south is so well 
qualified to speak upon this subject, as 
representing the sentiment of the alliance 
of this section, as Colonel L. F. Living- 
ston. 

He was found at his room at the Markham 
yesterday, and asked what he thought of it. 

He read the dispatch in THz CONSTITUTION 
carefully, and then wrote his answer—framing 
the question in hisown words. 

This is the result. 

A Plain Question—A Plain Answer. 

„What of the call by Frank McGrath for the 
affiliation of southern alliancemen in the com- 
mittee convention, which is a declared effort 
to constitute a third party?“ 

„I have not seen the call. Sonthern alliance- 
men will not participate in that convention. 
This whole question was carefully considered 
at Ocala last December, and a convention of 
delegates from the several farmers and labor 
organizations in the union was called for Feb- 
ruary 22, 1892. 

„At this convention the demands, as agreed 
upon, were to be submitted to the two political 
parties, and in the event neither of them 
should agree to such a policy as demanded, 
then a second convention should be called. 

I do not know by what authority the Cin- 
cinnati convention is called, but certainly Mc- 
Grath has no right as president of the State 
Alliance of Kansas to endeavor to commit alli- 
ancemen to such a policy as indicated in the 
Associated Press reports found in today’s Con- 
STITUTION. 

„Such a course of conduct would do harm 
all along the line. The Ocala convention has 
provided the remedy for enforcing our de- 
mands—and upon that our people are largely 


“A third party may become a necessity to 
enforce our demands, but certainly until the 
two parties now in existence refuse our people 
any encouragement or recognition, an attempt 
to create a third party is unnecessary, hazard- 
ous and unwise. 

There is quite a prejudice in the north- 
west among alliancemen to affiliating with 
either party. 

„Whether this oan be overcome is a question 
for the future, and chiefly depends upon the 
action of the fifty-second congress, which is 
largely democratic. 

If the congress now elected should refuse 
the relief demanded, or a reasonable substi- 
tute therefor, then, in my opinion, the north- 
west will be clamorous for a third party, with 
far more sympathy in the southern states than 
now calculated upon. 

‘“‘We cannot expect our alliance friends of 
the north and west to accept anything short 
of an assurance that the controlling political 
party will at least endeavor to so shape 
legislation as to meet the emergencies that 
now are so embarrassing to the farmers and 
laborers of this country, and a failure to do so 
might drive the bulk of theggouthern alliance- 
men to their assistance. 

“T have all confidence that the democratic 
party will give us the relief we seek. The 
northwestern alliancemen have no such confi- 
dence inthe democratic party, any more than 
in the republican party. That is the difference 
between us now. Time will show which is 
right.“ 


THE POSTMASTER GENERAL TALKS. 


An Interestiig Interview With the Man 
Who Handles Mails. 

The following interview was obtained from 
Postmaster General Wanamaker, while he 
wasen route on the president’s special train 
between Chattanooga and Atlanta: 

„It has been the dream of my life for the 
past three or four years, he said, to visit all 
parts of America and see it as it is. It has 
been customary for me to spend my holidays 
abroad. It was not, however, until last Tues- 
day that I decided to come. I accepted the 
president’s invitation with pleasure. This is 
the first holiday I have enjoyed since going to 
Washington twenty-six months ago.“ 

What do you think of the future of the 
present administration?“ 

Jam not thinking much about that. If I 
can be a good postmaster general, and carry 
out myſprogramme in the postal service I shall 
be justly content. Judging from the southern 
newspapersſthat reach Washington, very little 
seems to be known of the business of the post- 
office department. Thousands of new post- 
offices have been established in the southern 
states, and the services at many points greatly 
improved, but no notice of it is taken. 

Great advancement and progress in the 
postal service, if presented the people, would 
read like a romance. It has much to do with 
he settlement of the southern and western 
states. A postoffice and transportation route 
are important in the building ofa home. No 
man wants to settle where he is beyond the 
reach of friends and relatives by mail. 

Last year witnessed the establishing of a 
service that requires the additional travel of 
16,000,000 miles, at $250,000 less than it re- 
quired to meet the previous expenses of the 
department for less service. Think of it. 
All these facts can be ratified by the books at 
Washington. 

“The postoffice department,“ he continued, 
“is like a great music box, the wheel being 
at Washington, the 64,000 offices the pump 
that makes the music for all the people of this 
great nation. I have never allowed a private 
feeling or misstatement to influence me in the 
least as postmaster general. I am their ser- 
vant whether they be republicans, democrats, 
mugwumps, prohibitionists or alliancemen.”’ 

What were your reasons for appointing 
negro postmasters in the south?“ 

J am glad you mentioned that question,“ 
remarked the head of the postoffice depart- 
ment. Nothing astounds me more than the 

isunderstanding existing in the south on that 
point. The department has never sought for 
negro postmasters at any point; they have been 
appointed solely because the people residing 
in those places have advocated through their 
representative and general people at home 
and in Washington, the appointment of the 
negroes where they have been appointed.“ 

What about the appointment at Athens, 
Ga., of Madison Davis?” 

“Davis had served as postmaster under a 
former administration of the people, as I was 
informed. Again, Davis is said to be seven- 
eighths white and one-eighth colored, conse- 
quently he is legally a white man. He had 
the support of the best people of Athens.” 

It is folly to suppose that the department 
at Washington wants any other men for post- 
masters than those the people want to reside 
in their respective towns. Ifa wrong ap- 
pointment is made, it is because the people 
who recommend to the department do not con- 
sult their town folk. Of course the depart- 
ment cannot know who the best people are in 
64,500 towns throughout the United States and

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 15.— [Special. The 
circles of the many who attend every marriage 
to which they canin any way obtain an in vi- 
tation, and two-thirds of those in which their 
ingenious efforts fail, are much wrought up 
over the recent order of Bishop Becker posi- 
tively refusing admission, in cases of weddings

If his present 
words do not accomplish the desired result it 
is quite probable that a mandatory order may 
be issued, closing churches throughout this 
diocese to all but morning weddings.

The President's Views. 

President Harrison’s reception in At- 
lanta, as well as at other southern points, 
was all that could have been desired. 

Our chief magistrate, since he crossed 
the Potomac, has more than ever had 
the fact brought home to him that this 
is one country, under one flag, with a 
common destiny. 

In every speech made on southern soil 
the president has given expression to views 
that are worthy of his high station, and 
eminently creditable to him as an Amer- 
ican. He frankly testifies that this is a 
re-united country, with no sectional lines 
of division, and he says that he goes 
hence with a new impulse to public duty, 
a new inspiration as a_ citizen of 
a country whose greatness is only 
dawning.“ He is satisfied that 
the ex-confederates would be among the 
readiest of our population to defend the 
old flag, and the loyalty of the south 
strikes him as something not to be doubted 
or questioned, 

All this is very pleasant, and very just, 
and it is to be hoped that our distin- 
guished visitor will carry these views 
home with him. He needs just such 
opinions and sentiments when he is en- 
gaged in his official duties at Washing- 
ton. He should give them full play, 
and allow them to harmoniously, round 
into shape the record of his administra- 
tion. 

When the president reflects upon the 
logical consequences of the views which 
he has so freely expressed during his 
stay in the south, he will see that he 
eannot consistently advocate or endorse 
any policy that revives the old war is- 
sues, divides the sections and oppresses 
half of the republic in the interests of 
partisanry in the other half. Believing, 
as he says, that we should obey the law 
as the majority shall by their expressions 
make it, he must feel that the perfect 
union and the best interests of the states 
and the people demand laws framed for 
the common good of all, and inspired by 
higher and broader motives than the in- 
terest of a section, a party or a class. 

The president’s tour brings him in 
contact with the people. It enables 
him to see the situation as it is. Natu- 
rally, it is gratifying to him to find 
thillions of people, differing with him in 
politics, coming forward in the friendly 
rivalry. of hospitality to give him assur- 
ance of the honor and esteem in which 
the president of the republic is held, 
even in its remotest corners. His greet- 
ing in the south has been spontaneous, 
if not elaborate, and sincere, without 
the slightest effort to make it a gushing 
ovation. 

It is well that the president and our 
people should know each other better. 
Perhaps in the future their mutual un- 
derstanding will take the shape of re- 
sults that will strengthen our common 
patriotism, and advance our common 
welfare. 


The Cincinnati Convention. 


The president of the Kansas State Farm- 
ers’ Alliance is wasting time and labor when 
he urges the southern alliances to attend the 
Cincinnati convention with a view to acting 
with the third, independent party. 

He makes an unwise threat when he iuti- 
mates that, unless the southern branch of 
the order takes this step, the northern farm- 
ers will go back to the republican party. 

If the northern alliances will be satisfied 
with nothing less than athird party, they 
must go their road alone. If they resent the 
action of the southern societies in adhering 
to the democratic party, they may join the 
republicans if they feel like it. 

This convention at Cincinnati is not in 
the interest of the Farmers’ Alliance.

Judge Crisp’s Record. 


The St. Louis Republic, of the 14th, con- 
tains a letter from Mr. Henry Jones, of 
Georgia, protesting against the injustice 
which Judge Charles F. Crisp is receiving 
at the hands of that paper. The protest of 
Mr. Henry Jones takes substantially the 
shape of the defense of Judge Crisp which 
has appeared in these columns, but it gives 
particular emphasis to one phase of the 
attack on the distinguished Georgian that 
should not be lost sight of—namely, that 
the contest for the speakership of the next 
house must be between democrats who, 
after it is over, will continue to act to- 
gether, and, for that reason, it ought to be a 
friendly one. In other words, common 
sense—to say nothing of party pride—would 
suggest that acontest between democrats 
should be entirely free from that spirit of 
irritation and bitterness which marks the 
contention between democrats and répub- 
licans. 

The St. Louis Republic, however, has 
seen proper to throw all considerations of 
decency or propriety to the four winds, and, 
with strange disregard for the interests of 
its own candidate, has sought to convey the 
impression that Judge Crisp, if a democrat 
at all, is a lagging and a reluctant one. It 
has not hesitated to resort to slander—the 
most ignoble of all weapons—to cripple 
Judge Crisp in the race for the speakership. 

It has been hinted—at any rate, we have 
somehow got the impression—that Congress- 
man Mills is The Republic’s candidate. If 
this impression is correct, it is very unfor- 
tunate for Mr. Mills that he has such a 
champion. When it is discovered that the 
malicious and vindictive assaults on Judge 
Crispare the result of an attempt to forward 
the personal interests of another candidate, 
a reactiom is inevitable. In this instance, 
the reaction is not likely to help The Re- 
public's candidate, whoever he may be. 
We do not believe that any candidate for 
the senate, no matter how anxious for the 
place he may be, would undertake to en- 
dorse either the vicious attacks on Judge 
Crisp or the motive that hides behind it; 
nevertheless, the public mind is sure to con- 

nect The Republic’s candidate with the 
slanderous effort to question the democracy 
of Judge Crisp. 

The Republic, in commenting on Mr. 
Henry Jones’s letter, and on the review of 
Judge Crisp’s record, made in these 
columns, insists that the Georgian congress- 
man, in order to prove that he is a gen- 
uine democrat, ought to have taken the 
Mills bill out of the hands of the ways and 
means committee and monopolized the dis- 
cussion. The fact that he did not do so is 
the basis which The Republic has for its 
charge that he is a reluctant tariff reformer 
and a lagging democrat.

$30,000 on an excursion for New England 
investors, and lost $28,000 by it. 

The fact is, what we need is steady 
progress, aidedin a business-like way. In 
a region where growing towns are numer- 
ous enough there is no sense in starting 
others, and spending money like water to

As a rule southern investors in real estate 
should stick to the cities and towns already 
under full headway. There is danger in 
exterior speculation.

WHICH HE WAS ANXIOUSLY AWAITING. 


| She Secretary of State on the Question of In- 


demnity—Re Cites Precedents to Carry 
Out His View of the Case.

WasuHiInoton, April 18.— The following is 
the correspondence between Secretary Blaine 
and the Italian government since the secre- 
tary’s noté to the Marquis Imperiali acknowl- 
edging ote of Baron Fava’s departure: 

ROYAL GATION OF ITALY, WASHINGTON, 
Apri, 2, 1801. Mr. Secretary of State: I hasten to 
acknowledge the receipt of a note which your ex- 
cellency did me the honor to address to me on the 
ist instant, in reply to that whereby Baron Fava 
informed you of his departure on leave. I 
have laid the contents of your excellency’s afore- 
said note before the government of the king and 
his excellency, the president of the council. His 
majesty’s minister for foreign affairs has just 
directed me to address the following communica- 
tion to you: 

THE ITALIANS WANT INDEMNITY. 

The government of the king of Italy has asked 
nothing beyond a prompt institution of judicial 
proceedings through the regular channels. It 
would have been absurd to claim the punishment 
of the guilty parties without a warrant of regular 
judgment. The Italian government now repeats 
the same demand. Not until the federal govern- 
ment shall have explicitly declared that the 
aforesaid proceedings shall be promptly begun 
can the diplomatic incident be considered as 
closed. Meanwhile his jmajesty’s government 
takes note of the declaration whereby the federal 
government recognizes that an indemnity is due

Secretary Blaine’s Reply to Imperial. 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON, April 14, 
1891.—The Marquis Imperiali, Charge d’ Affairs, 
etc., etc., etc.—Sir: I have the honor to acknow!l- 
edge the receipt of your note dated Thursday, 
April 2, 1891. 

It contains the second telegram from Marquis 
Rudini, part of which I here quote: 

“The government of the king of Italy has asked 
nothing beyond a prompt institution of judicial 
proceedings through the regular channels. It 
would have been absurd to claim the punishment 
of the guilty ties without a warrant of regular 
judgment. The Italian government now repeats 
the same demand. Not until the federal govern- 
ment shall have explicitly declared that the 
aforesaid proceedings shail be promptly begun 
can the diplomatic incident be considered as 
closed.“ 

This government certainly had no desire what - 
erex to change the meaning of the Marquis Ru- 
dini’s telegram of March 24th. It was delivered at 
the state department by Baron Favain person, 
written in his oon hand aud expressed in the 
English language. The following is a full text of 
the telegram : 

ITALY’S REQUEST OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Rome, March 24.—Italian Minister, Washing- 
ton: Our requests to the federal government 
are very simple. Some Italian subjects, ac- 
quitted by American magistrates, have 
been murdered in prison while under 
the immediate protection of the authorities. Our 
le demand and obtain the ꝓun- 
ishment of the murderers, and an indemnity for 
the victims, is unquestionable. I wish to add that 
— opinion in Italy is justly impatient, and 

f provisions were not at once taken should tind 
myself in the painful necessity of showing 
openly our dissatisfaction by recalling the minis- 
ter of his majesty from a country where he is 
unable to obtain justice. Ron. 

The words underscored are precisely those 
which I quoted in my former note, and I am di- 
rected by the president to express the satisfaction 
of this government with very material qualifica- 
tion of the demands made by Marquis Rudini on 
behalf of the Italian government. You quote in 
your note another part of Marquis Rudini's tele- 

m of April 2d, in these words: 

“Meanwhile, his majesty’s government takes 
note of the declaration whereby the federal gov- 
ernment recognizes that an indemnity is due to 


the families of thei victims in virtue of a treaty 


in force between the two countries.”’ 
BLAINE DOES RECOGNIZE THE RIGHT. 

If Marquis Rudini will carefully examine my 
note of April ist, he will discover that I did not 
“Recognize that an indemnity was due to the 
familles of the victims in virtue of a treaty in 
force between the two countries.” What I did 
say was in answer to Baron Fava’s assertion that 
the United States government refused to take 
this demand for indemnity into consideration. I 
quote ny reply: 

“The United States so far from refusing, has 
distinctly recognized the principles of indemnity 
to those Italian subjects who may have been 
wronged bya violation of the rights secured to 
them under the treaty with the United States, 
concluded February 26, 1871.” 

THEY WILL GET ALL THAT IS DUE THEM. 

Marquis Rudini may be assured that the United 
States would recompense every Italian subject 
who might be wronged by violation of the 
treaty to which the faith of the United States is 
pledge. But this assurance leaves unsettled the 
important question whether the treaty has been 
violated. Upon this 2 the president, with the 
sufficient facts placed before him, has taken full 
time for his decision. He now directs that certain 
considerations on the general — — be sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the Italian govern- 
ment. 

HE CITES WEBSTER. 

Asa precedent of great value to the case under 
discussion, the president recalls the conclusion 
maintained by Mr. Webster in 1851, when he was 
secretary of state under President Fillmore. 

In August of that year a mob in New Orleans 
demolished the building in which the office of the 
Spanish consul was located,and at the same time 
attacks were made upon coffee houses kept by 
Spanish subjects. American citizens were in- 
volved in the losses, which, in the aggregate, 
were large. The supposed cause of the mob was 
the intelligence of the execution of fifty young 
Americans in Havana and the banishment to the 
Spanish mines of nearly 200 citizens of the United 
States. The — K all members of the 
abortive Lo ex on.

demnification for all her losses, both official and 
personal. 

WEBSTER WOULDN'T GIVE SPAIN INDEMNITY. 

Mr. Webster admitted that the Spanish consul 
was entitled to indemnity,and assured the Spanish 
minister that if the injured consul, Mr. Labord, 
‘shall return to his post, or any other consul for 
New Orleans shall be appointed by her Catholic 
majesty’s government, officers of this government, 
resident in that city, will be instructed to receive 
and treat him with courtesy, and with a national 
Salute to the of his ship, if he shall arrive in 
a Spanish vessel, and demonstration of respect 
such as may signify to him and to his government

THE DIFFERENCE 1N THE TWO CASES. 

The government of the United States would feel 
justified in resting on the argument and conclu- 
sion of Mr. Webster if the mob of March 14, 1891 
did not, in some of its characteristics, differ from 
the mob of 1851. But itis due to entire candor, 
due to this government, and due to the govern- 
ment of Italy, to point out certain differences of 
which the government of the United States is 
honorably-bound to take notice. 

5 In case of the mob of 1851, Webster asserts that 
‘no Ir injury was offered to any one;“ that, 

police and other legal. authorities did all t was 
possible to preserve peace and arrest rioters;“ 
that the mob acted in heat of blood and not in 
2 of any determined plan or purpose of 
njury or insult ;” that “the mob was composed of 
irresponsible persons, the namesjof none of whom 
are known to the government of the United 
States, nor, so far as the government is informed, 
to its officers or agents in New Orleans. 

As promptly as possible after the lamentable oc- 
currence at New Orleans the president directed 
the attorney general to cause, through his depart- 
ment, a full inquiry to be made into all the facts 


connected therewith, and solicited his opinion 


whether any criminal proceedings would lie under 
federal laws in the federal courts against persoms 
charged with the killing of the Italian subjects. 
He has not yet received the official report. 
If it be found that prosecution can 
be maintained under the statutes of the United 
States thecase will be presented to the next 
grand jury, aecording tothe usual methods of 
criminal administration. But if it shall be found, 
as seems probable, that criminal proceedings can 
only be taken in the courts of Louisiana, the pres- 
ident can inthis direction dono more than to 
urge upon the state officials the duty of promptly 
bringing the offenders to trial. This was done in 
his telegram to the governor of Louisiana as early 
as the 15th of March. 
THE DUTY OF THE UNITED STATES. 

If it shall result that the case can be prosecuted 
only in the state courts of Louisiana, and the 
usual judicial investigation and procedure under 
the criminal law are not resorted to,it will then be 
the duty of the United States to consider whether 
some other form of redress may be asked. 

It is understood that the state grand jury is now 
investigating the affair, and. while it is possible 
that the jury may fail to present indictments, the 
United States cannot assume that such will be the 
case. 

The United States did not by treaty with Italy 
become the insurer of the lives or property of the 
Italian subjects resident within our territory. 
No government is able, however high its civiliza- 
tion, however vigilant its police supervision, 
however severe its criminal code, and however 
prompt and inflexible its criminal administration, 
to secure its own citizens against violence pro- 
moted by individual malice or by sudden popular 
tumult. A foreign resident must be content in 
such cases to share the redress that is offered by 
law to the citizen; and has no just cause of com- 
piaint, or right to ask the interposition of his 
country, if the courts are equally open to him for 
the redress of his injuries. 

EQUAL TREATMENT AND JUSTICE. 

The treaty in first, second, third, and notably in 
the twenty-third article, clearly limits the right 
guaranteed to the citizens of contracting powers 
in the territory of each to equal treatment and to 
free access to the courts of justice. Foreign resi- 
dents are not made a favored class. Itis not be- 
lieved that Italy would desire a more stringent 
construction of her duty under the treaty. Where 
injury is inflicted upon a foreign resident and is 
not the act of the government, or of its officers, 
but of an individual or of a mob, it is believed 
that no claim for indemnity can justly be made 
unless it shall be made to appear that the public 
authorities, charged with the peace of the com- 
munity have connived at the unlawful act, or 
having timely notice of the threatened danger, 
have been guilty of such gross negligence in tak- 
ing necessary precautions as to amount to con- 
nivance. 

If, therefore, it should appear that among those 
killed by the mob at New Orleans there were some 
Italian subjects who were resident or domiciled in 
that city, agreeably to our treaty with Italy, and 
not in violation of ourjimmigration laws, and who 
were abiding in peace of the United States and 
obeying the laws thereof and of the state of Louisi- 
ana, and that the public officers charged with the 
duty of protecting lifeand property inthe city 
connived at the work of the mob, or, upon proper 
notice or information of the threatened danger, 
tailed to take any steps for the preservation of 
the public peace and atterwards to — the guilty 
to trial, the president would, under such circum- 
stances,feel that a case was established that could 
be submitted to the consideration of congress with 
aview to the relief of the families of the Italian 
subjects who had lost their lives by lawless vio- 
lence. 

Accépt, sir, renewed assurances of my considera- 
tion, JAMES G. BLAINE. 


RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. 

There are several significant features in the 
correspondence made public today in addition 
to the diplomatic argument proper. In the 
first place there should be noted almost abso- 
lute correspondence of the text of Rudini's 
note with the statement of its contents cabled 
from Rome by the associated press. There are 
slight differences of verbiage between them, 
but these are explained by the fact that the 
translation of the Italian dispatches into Eng- 
lish were made by different persons, and the 
substance is precisely alike in either case. It 
will be observed that Marquis Imperiali per- 
sonally acknowledges the receipt of Blaine’s 
letter regarding Fava’s departure; that, while 
he transmits Rudini’s views, they are over 
his own signature, and that Secretary Blaine, 
in his last letter (April 14th), addressed him- 
self to Marquis Imperiali. These facts may 
be regarded as final evidence that, so far from 
diplomatic relations between the two countries 
having been interrupted, they are on practi- 
cally the same footing asif the minister had 
not quit Washington, for the marquis appears 
to be discharging the full functions of charge 
d’affaires, and so as minister he. received Sec- 
retary Blaine’s note last night, but its publica- 
tion was deferred until todayin order to ob- 
serve the proprieties and afford opportunity to 
Marquis Imperiali to transmit the note by 
cable to his government in advance of its pub- 
lication to the world. 

Secretary Blaine’s note contains internal 
evidence that this government has not been 
threatened if an answer was delayed, or of dis- 
regard for such threat if it were made in the 
leisurely manner in which he states that the 
president has taken full time for considera- 
tion“ of the treaty questions involved. 

It is also noticeable that the secretary 
promptly checks the attempt made by Rudini 
to commit the United States toa promise to 
pay indemnity by 3 the guarded

Mr. Hicks, of Franklin, took the floor and 
explained his vote at last night’s caucus at 
length, and stated that he felt he was here to 
represent his constituents and not himself; 
that he had just received an expression from 
his people showing a preference for Senator 
Call, and would, therefore, support him. 

Mr. Mays then took the floor and said that 
as the issue had been made squarely between 
Senator Call and the alliance, as a devoted 
member of that order he should stand by its 
colors, and though asa democrat he had on 
last night voted tor Senator Call he should 
from now on stand by that order, which he re- 
garded as the last and only hope for his 
country. 

DOUGHERTY SCORES CALL. 

Mr. Dougherty arose, and in the most im- 
passionate manner replied to Mr. Hicks, and 
presented a terrible arraignment against Sena- 
tor Call, reviewing the entire recordof the 
senator, and stigmatized his course as that of 
an accomplished demagogue, showed up his 
record on the appropriation bills and chal- 
lenged the senator to meet him upon the hust- 
ings or anywhere, and show where he had 
been of any service to the people of Florida 
within the past twelve years. 

He charged that the senator had obstructed 
and prevented the land grants of the govern- 
ment to Florida for the past five years. The 
people of Florida are now entitled to millions 
of acres of the public domain of which they 
are now robbed by the action of Senator Call. 
He appealed to the caucusto have a committee 
of investigation on the land grants, and was 
willing to have the committee made up from 
Senator Call’s supporters. He demanded 
that the matter should be  venti- 
lated before a vote was taken. He 
paid a high tribute to the distinguished ser- 
vices of Senator Pasco in contrast with the 
utter inefficiency of Senator Call. Hecharged 
that Senator Call was driven to foreign states 
for certificates in support of his character; 
that his native state was the place where his 
reputation was to stand or fall. He could 
never support a man who had so egregiously 
misled his people in the delusive pursuit of 2 
shadow. . 

DEMANDS AN INVESTIGATION. 

In concluding he appealed to the democrats 
to pause in this nomination until it could be 
subjected to the white light of an impartial in- 
vestigation. He demanded an investigation, 
and if the charges are not true he would 
come up like a man and support Senator Call. 

Mr. Clark, of Polk, replied to Mr. Dough- 
erty, in vindication of Senator Call, and said 
that they had exhausted twelve months in mak- 
ing out the case and it was now too late; that 
the case was closed and the verdict had been 
made up, and nothing was now to be done but 
to record the verdict. 

Senator Wall replied to an allusion of Mr. 
Hicks that this issue was between the people 
and the politicians. He would say that, not 
being an allianceman, and being a supporter 
of Governor Bloxham, he stood ready to sup- 
port any man named by the alliance. 

Mr. Mays arose again and said that his mind 
had just been disabused as to the position of 
Senator Call, and, therefore, he should now 
support him.

Senator Rogers, president of the state alli- 
Hance, took the floor and presented the politi-

Florida for his brethren to rally around; that 
he knew that Bloxham was in full accord 
with ‘the order; that he held in his 
hand a letter from Mr. Bloxham positively 
declining the use of his name before the 
caucus; and in the discharge of the high trust 
devolving upon him as the head of the order, 
he intended to hold up the alliance banner, 
and if he went down he would do so with his 
hands up, and that he would offer a man of 
the alliance, around whom every allianceman 
could rally. That man was James G. Speer, 
of the county of Orange. 

Mr. Trammel seconded the nomination of 
Mr. Speer. 

Mr. Dougherty arose to second Mr. Speer’s 
nomination, and drifted back to give Senator 
Call a farwell shot. He again pitched into 
the certificates of character which he charged 
had been given by Senator George, of Missis- 
sippi, to boleter up Senator Call before a 
Florida legislature. He then presented The 
Congressional Record to show that Senator 
Call was the only senator from the south who 
had voted for the dependent pension bill, and 
that he would never support any man who

Mr. Vaughan, of Escambia, made a manly 
a h, saying that he came to battle for the 
alliance cause, and that he would die in the 
ditch before he would desert its colors.

Speer, and he now appealed to all loyal 
alliancemen to rally around Mr. Speer as the 
only hope. 

r. Burford, a lawyer, made a powerful ef- 
fort for Speer. 

Mr. Sparkman arose and said, coming from 
the plow handles, it was the proudest moment 
of his life in now able to stand here and 
have the exalted privilege of casting his vote— 
an humble tiller of the soil—for the high office 
of United States senator.

Every one said yes, and soon the red man 
was in their midst. He was slender, tall and 
straight as an arrow, with a singularly noble and 
expressive countenance. He sang for them his 
wild Indian songs, and the Indian made the echoes 
ring and ring again with the sound of his strong 
voice. The crags and rocky walls threw back the 
sound intensified a hundred fold until after a time 
he stopped. The party with which was Mrs. 
Moore left in a few minutes for Clarksville. In 
less than an hour they heard that the Indian, the 
Iast of his tribe, had been shot and killed on the 
very spot where he had entertained us. 

We learned then,“ said Mrs. Moore, that he 
had run away with the white man’s wife, and was 
being hunted, and that the war whoop which he 
sounded for our entertainment showed his 
enemy where he was. Ihave ever since been sorry 
that we were, unwittingly, the cause of his death. 
He was a strikingly handsome man, and I don't 
think I can ever forget his face and figure as he 
stood before us in that romantic spot that summer 
evening.“ 

It was most certainly a strange and sad coinci- 
dence that this Indian, the last remnant of his 
tribe, should have given his own death warrant 
while entertaining a friendly party of ladies and 
gentlemen.

THE PARIS ESCAPE. 


Captain Morrow, Sheriff of Fulton County, 
Makes a Statement. 

In regard to the escape of Paris, the United 
States prisoner who walked out of jail a few 
Sundays ago, there has been considerable dis- 
cussion. 

“From the best information I can gather, 
it occurred just this way,“ said Captain Mor- 
row yesterday. Mr. Miller, Mr. Carl Hames- 
den and another young gentleman from the 
Young Men's Christian Association first ap- 
plied for admittance, and were allowed to 
enter the prison, and afterwards eight other 
men applied and were admitted, and con- 
ducted services for the benefit of the prison 
ers, as is customary.

GOSSIP AND NEWS OF INTERESTS TO 


RAILROADERS 


And Everybody Else, for That Matter, 
What Is Going On in Different 
Parts of the Country. 


The approach of summer makes new activity 
in the passenger departments of the railroads. 
Generally, there is some modification of sched- 
ules to accommodate travel to the summer re- 
sorts. At the same time thore isa brushing up 
of coaches. * 

Mr. B. W. Wrenn, of the East Tennessee 
railroad, was in the city this week, and re- 
marked that though last year was a phenome- 
nal one for passenger business, this year’s re- 
ceipts were better. He said the East Tennessee 
road would soon put on some new coaches to 
accommodate the increased travel. 

“Of late there has been some comment on the 
fact that the iron market is depressed. Iron is 
popularly supposed to be the barometer of bus- 
iness, but at present there is some doubt 
whether this is true. While the iron market 
is much depressed other branches of business 
appear to be doing well and the volume of 
traffle in the railroads is, if anything, larger 
than usual. 

There is no doubt that the volume of rail- 
road business is the best barometer of the state 
of business in general. When goods are 
moving it means that factories are running and 
merchauts are selling in the same proportion, 
The volume of railroad business now is large, 
and it is evident that the country is pros- 
porous. 

„As for the railroads, harmony prevails 
among them, and equitable rates are main- 
tained. The time for cut-throat business has 
passed. A railroad man who can't do busi- 
ness without making a row is no good. Those 
who control railroads have no use for turbu- 
lent characters, If a man can’t get business 
without making a war on somebody, he doesn’t 
hold his place long. 

“The feeling of the people toward the rail- 
roads has improved 1,000 per cent during the 
last two years. I attribute the change to dis- 
cussion. There is nothing between the people 
and the railroads but ignorance. Discussion 
removes that, and I never object to discussion, 
for I know the result will be good. 


On yesterday the general offices of the Air- 
Line division of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad were almest deserted. Superintendent 
Hammond, Mr. McCleskey and other officials 
were out on a tour of the road, with a view to 
some preparations for the summer business, 
especially the passenger business. It is under- 
stood that they were looking after rolling stock 
and other matters connected with this feature. 

In the meantime, Mr. Sam Hammond, the 
chief clerk, was at work on a new schedule for 
the New York express train, which leaves here 
now at 11:10 o’clock a. m. This schedule is not 
yet completed, butit is supposed that the 
schedule of the 11:10 — train will be 
changed so as to make it leave at 12:35 0’clock, 
an hour and twenty minutes later. 


There was nothing of special interest in 
railway circles yesterday but the visit of the 
president. Superintendent McCollum and 
General Passenger Agent Charles Harman, of 
the Western and Atlantic road, went up on 
the morning train to meet the president’s spe- 
cial and accompanied it to Atlanta. 


There will be a general effort to bring about 
the adoption of a common car coupler. There 
are about 100 different kinds in use and few 
of them will fitinto each other. The action 
of the Vanderbilt linesin adopting the plane 
couplers on freight trains to the exclusion of 
the link and pin patterns will have the effect 
of hastening the general adoption of the plane 
coupler. The Vanderbilt lines have tried the 
“Janney,” Gould“ and “Standard” patterns 
and their experience shows the superi- 
ority of couplers of this class. So large a per- 
centage of accidents is referred to coupling 
freight cars that a general change to automatic 
couplers is expected to reduce the percentage 
of accidents very largely.

“An eye for an eye, and a tooth fora tooth.” 
The dictum of the old law still holds goodin Af- 
ghanistan. In fact the customs, and 
surroundings of the Afghans of today might be 
prototyped in the pages of the Old Testament as 
faithfully as the life of the Israelites. The Af- 
ghans are Mahommedans, it is true, but their re- 
ligion is built on the old lines, and their social life 
isas simple and patriarchal as when the great 
lawgiver, Moses, ruled the destinies of the people 
of Israel. 

For in Afghanistan today oxen tred out the corn 
and plow the fields ; and the plow itself isa coun 
terpart of the Mosaieal instrument. Corn is 
ground in hand mills, and a goat skin serves as a 
“water bottle.“ Household and farming utensils 
have changed nothing during the centuries that 
have elapsed since the Israelites tramped the des- 
ert by the Red Sea. In short, you could find a 
series of “tableaux vivants” in the surroundings 
of Afghanistan of today to fill up chapter by 
chapter of the scenes depicted in the Old Testa- 
ment. It is said that the Afghans are one of the 
lost tribes, and certainly as far as a dogged ad- 
herence to Israelitish notions is concerned they 
might be. 

There is no mistaking the Mosaical parallel as 
ar as the social customs present themselves; but 
I was astonished one evening, during the Russian 
scare, when I was on the Afghan frontier, to see 
the very similitude of the old law punishment 
of stoning to death put in practice. 

A yelling mob of people came rushing from all 
directions towards the outskirts of the village 
of Pucta, picking up pieces of stone by the way, 
and piling them in little heaps by their feet. I 
thought atthe time they were going to havea 
pitched battle with stones a8 missiles. But short- 
ly a man came running forward, followed by a 
spitting, hooting mob, shouting “Sag! sag!“ (dog! 
dog!) The unfortunate runaway evidently knew 
his fate, for his long earnest appeal to heaven as 
he stopped short and threw his arms up was but 
the preliminary to his fearful fate—his final ap- 
peal for mercy on his soul; for from that howling 
mob, he well knew, he need expect none. 

The man had scarcely time to finish his Invoca- 
tion, when from all directions a literal shower of 
stones fellon him. For a moment he swayed to 
and fro under the onslanght. Soon the terrible 
shower had battered him into a jellied, blood-be- 
spattered mass; his very clothing showing rents 
through which the blood found vent, and spurted 
freely. He wavered for a moment with his chin 
bobbing his chest, and then after doubling up at 
the knees and middle fell in a heap dead. 

Still the howling mob continued the terrible fu- 
silade of stones until around the already lifeless 
body a cairn was formed, completely covering the 
corpse. And the mob clapped their hands.crowed 
and went their way. That dog is done for,” said 
they. Donefor! Yes, it was a terrible doing; for 
there under the heap of stones the man’s nerves 
and muscles still vibrated, 1n their post-death 
struggle; causing the stone heap to rise and fall 
as if in labor witha thing of life; rose and fell in 
their horrible parturition fora few moments un- 
til the twitching of nerve and muscle ceased, and 
all was still. “Consummatum est.” The mur- 
derer of afghanistan has breathed his last, and 
his hic jacet is written around the tombstone In 
those blood marks that bespatter the ground 
about his grave cairn.

Strike at the Root. 

Eorrox ConsriTuTION: The action taken by 
our city ministers at a recent meeting, looking to 
the erection of a home for fallen women will, 
without doubt, be endorsed at the proper time by 
all good people, as a worthy enterprise. 

Is it not desirabie, however, before making this 
effort, that our clerical brethren try to resuscitate 
the project of securing a reform school for our 
city and state? The necessity forjthe fallen wo- 
men’s home is great, but the need for a home to 
protect and reform the children is infinitely 
greater. The lack of such an institution isa cry- 
ing shame, a disgrace, a reflection upon the 
Christianity of every minister and professed fol- 
lower of Christ in this commonwealth. 

What is to become of the baby boy Nolan, now 
locked in our jail with a hundred hardened crimi- 
nals and of hundreds of boys and girls who could 
be saved to soviety and the state if we had a 
pepe house of correction? 

The policy of doing nothing to prevent the mul- 
tiplication of prostitutes and spending all our en- 
ergies in trying to convert them after their fall 
is complete, can only be supplemented by throw- 
ing the doors of our saloons wide open to the boys, 
doing nothing for their protection until they be- 
come confirmed inebriates, and then building a 
drunkard’s home for their conversion. 

Some fallen women have been saved, without 
doubt more can and ought to be, but if we are un- 
able todo both, let us first protect the girls 
who are growing up to become fallen 
women, and the boys now being educated in 
all forms of vice because we have no proper place 
to putthem.

From One of the Committee. 

EprTror CONSTITUTION: I note your comments 
upon the committee appointed by the State Agri- 
cultural Society and the convention called by the 
government on the 6th of May in this city to con- 
sider the matter of state exhibit at the coming 
world’s fair,in which youask, “Will there bea 
clash?“ 

Jam a member of the committee appointed by 
the society, and’ I certainly cannot see any 
grounds foraclash.

The personnel of the 
committee was determined by the president of 
the convention, and of course with this Governor 
Northen had nothing to do; hence, there is no 
reason for a clash, and I cannot see why one is 
anticipated.

Tax Assessments. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 15.—Editor Constitution: 
Having had some. experience in the matter of tax 
assessments, and having given much thought to 
the subject of the necessity for the equalization 
of the burdens of taxation, I beg to offer a few 
suggestions as pertinent to the current agitation 
of that question. 

1. I believe that the taxpayers of Atlanta es- 
pecially, and inaless degree those of the other 
large cities of the state, are greatly discriminated 
against in the matter of taxation for the support 
of the state government. The property of At- 
lanta, I understand, pays about one-ninth of the 
taxes collected by the state; and I have no idea 
that it ought, on a basis of equality of assess- 
ments, to pay exceeding one-thirtieth of the state 
taxes. Mr. Venable, in his card, spoke of the city 
assessments as being high. This is only relatively 
true. Generally, they are not highin proportion 
to market values, but. they are des- 
perately high in comparison with values 
put upon propery in other parts of the 
state for taxation by the owners with only the 
one objectin view—of paying as little for taxes 
as they can possibly escape with. 

2. The county commissioners ought to have an 
understanding with the tax receiver that 
he would accept returns at two-thirds or three- 
fourths of the city assessments and then let all 
taxpayers alike conform to this standard. This 
would give us equality as amongst ourselves and 
that is all we can hope for until there is state leg- 
islation on the subject. (In saying this, I do 80 
as one who gives in his K on the basis of 
the city assessments.) If the property thus re- 
turned will not give enough revenue, let the 
county tax rate be raised. 

3. If the city assessments are to be the basis of 
our state and county returns, they ought to be 
lowered. Better assess the whole cost of street 
paving on abutting 2 and street railroads, 
than to raise one-third of it as now, by general 
taxation, if in addition to city taxes we must 
pay the state and county taxes on the same (com- 
paratively) exaggerated valuations. The expense 
of paving, etc., comes against particular property 
bat once, while general taxes are to be paid every 


ear. 
. 4. This last suggestion is thrown out or thrown 
in for good measure. When our new waterworks 
are completed, our city assessments, or city tax 
rate, ought to be lowered. The interest rate has 
been smartly decreased, and the annual interest 
charge is less, and in proportion to the 
yearly income a great deal less than it was a few 
ago. And the property owners, outside of 
their annual taxes, pay ajlarge part of the expense 
of paving the streets, and constructing sewers, 
— the whole cost of sidewalks, and it seems a 
clear case that with an ample water 7 once 
obtained, we ought to lessen the burden of taxa- 
tion.

Since then I have 
been running on my own account, and while I 
have had some ups and downs, have met with 
fair success.“ 

Speaking of the intelligence of the dog Pro- 
fessor Gentry said:. 

If I had a dog that could talk with only 
the brains of a dog, such a dog as my Fritz, 
Major Barney or old Omaha, or nearly any one 
ofthe troupe, I tell you, in an intellectual 
way they would make their marks in 
the world. There is no lack of brains 
on the part of a horse or a dog. 
and all you have to do is to let them catch the 
idea of what you are driving at, and your 
is accomplished.” 

How is that done?“ 

Much on the same principle that a mute is 
at first made to understand. It requires, 
in many cases, much painstaking care, 
and a dog will have to be carried through 
what you wish him to do a great number of 
times before he will get the idea, but when he 
does you can safely say that that trick is 
added to his repertoire. The simpler tricks 
they learn easily and in a short time. 

„Some persons have an idea that we adopt 
some peculiar method outside of that 
which would be used by an amateur. Ten to 
one that is not the case, though it is true from 
constant dealing with them, like a teacher of 
children, we learn the best method of reach- 
ing their understanding.“ 

Do you use harsh or kind treatment?“ 

Individually I use kind treatment, first 
1 the dog's affection, without which it 

s difficult to accomplish much, unless you 

going 


to brutal in 

your methods. Of course you are 
compelled: to punish them at times, 
but this should never be done until you know 
they thoroughly understand what is wanted 
of them and refuse to perform through sheer 
stubbornness. 

J know others who are very harsh in train- 
ing from the start, but I don’t believe that 
they obtain as good results. 
also that to a large extent it is a gift 
to be able to teach horses or dogs, for I have 
seen men use every means in their power and 
stil] be unable to teach a horse ora dog any- 
. but the simplest trick.“ 

„Which do you think the most intelligent, 
the horse or the dog?“

years that I have had ponies in my perfotm- 
ance, and I find that they learn easily. Their 
size to some extent interferes with teaching 
them.”’ 

Do you prefer any particular kind of dog?“ 

„Woll, I use several kinds, 12 mostly. 
I find all intelligent, some, of, course, more 
than others. Barney, the rope walker and 
acrobat, is a plebian, and he is one of the 
best dogs in the show. I came by him acci- 
dentally in an Indiana town. He seemed to 
be an affcast dog, and would come around the 
kennels where the other dogs were. Finally I 
concluded to experiment with him, and found 
him an unusually bright dog.”’

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THE JURY BRINGS IN AVERDICT OF 
vor GUILTY. 


After a Long and Tedious Trial, the Case 
Is Decided in Favor of the Defendant. 
An Able Defense Made. 


Ex-Tax Collector J. M. Wilson is free. 

The case went to the jury just prior to the 
noon recess. 

So soon as Judge Richard H. Clark re- 
turned from dinner the jury was ready with 
the verdict, which was not guilty. 

Friends crowded around to congratulate 
Mr. Wilson on his vindication. 

This case has attracted much attention 
throughout its trial on account of the marked 
ability and eloquence of the counsel on both 
sides. An oldtimer at the courthouse re- 
marked at the conclusion of the case that the 
speeches on both sides were, as a whole, the 
most powerful and effective ever delivered be- 
fore a Fulton county jury. 


Hon. W. C. Glenn closed for the state in a 


telling speech, but the speech that created 
the most comment among those who heard 
the trial was the powerful plea made by Colo- 
nel P. H. Brewster in behalf of the defendant. 
His speech, which wasin conclusion of the 
argument, is described as powerful and con- 
vincing. His picture of the transition 
of his client from wealth to poverty in order to 
save his bondsmen harmless, and his glowing 
tribute to the deathless faith and devotion of 
wife, children, family and friends bad unfal- 
teringly shown towards Jim Wilson,carried his 
hearers with a magnetic impulse irresistible in 
its effect. Before he concluded many of the 
jurymen and spectators in tha courtroom re- 
strained their emotion. 

Colonel Brewster has recently moved from 
Newnan to Atlanta, becoming a member of 
the firm of Dorsey, Brewster & Howell. He 
has wonderful strength before a jury, and re- 
covered a few years since the largest verdict 
ever rendered in Georgia in a personal injury 
case.
